The loss in all kind of cat- 
tle will be very large. 


Oceuf the S. P.'s large engines in the 


yarJ here yesterday, had a small iron snow 
plow fastened to the front of it. It looked 
a little out of season, bnt ia used to guard 
against falling rooks and diit along the 
road between Reno and Truckee,. 


The slough* along -the Humboldt, west 


of the sink, are filling np 'with water. A 
stream is discharging into the lake, and it 
ig probable that there will be an expanse of 
water, very shortly where the ground was 
too dry to germinate seed last Summer. 


Rabbits Into Eggs. 


The Sierra Valley Leader says: "When 


the heavy snow fell hers late in December 
the rabbits were quite numerous in some lo- 
calities in this valley. They naturally 
went to the lay stacks for their daily nour- 
ishment, as the sagebrush was covered 
deep in the snow. Jerad Bates of the Is- 
land, killed the rabbits he found in his 
stack yards and about his ranch, skinned 
and dressed them, boiled their carcasses, 
and burned their bones, thus making the 
flesh and boots both palatable and nutrient 
food for his chickens. The skins ha will 
no doubt tan and make into laprobes, and 
the entrails he fed to his hogs, thus utiliz- 
ing the entire animal. He has a good hen- 
honse with a stove in it, and it was warmed 
each day during the cold weather. He 
thinks he has killed 500 rabbits and the re- 
sult has been to this date 500 dozen eggs, 
as the product of the 500 rabbits pat into 
80 hens. He sold 200 dozen for 40 cents a 
dozen and 300 dozen for from 30 to 35 
cents per dozen. He has the growth of tbe 
hogs yet to realize from. 
When the grass- 


hoppers were here eleven years ago, the 
hens ate them, bnt the eggs were unfit to 
eat on account of their bloody condition 
and they would not produce chicks.-"

MONEY IN ICE. 


large ITortanes Made In Gathering tlie 
late Crop. 


BOSTON, . March 11.—-The' fortune; that 


awaits the lucky men is illustrated by a re- 
port made by a correspondent who recently 
visited Maine.

"Everybody there," he writes, "is crazy 


over ice. Men are giving np (hi ir regular 
affairs to make money on ice. Everyone is 
at work on ioe, filling^ ice-bouses, building 
stacks on the river bankp, hauling, telling 
and shipping the silvery ice—silvery in 
more senses than one. In B^rgor and Au- 
gusta coal dealers with empty sheds are fill- 
ing them with ice. The streets aro full of 
teams carrying tbe precious loads, to-the 
storehouses jet unfilled, and actually ihey 
•re filling the basements ofjorne stores 
with ice. A company with houses and ma- 
chinery all on hand in good, shape can 
house the ioe for 15 or 20 cents a ton. Yet 
a manager ot one of the large companies 
refused to sell for $9 a ton, although he 
could have sold 5,000 tons under a con- 
tract. If he had sold 8,000 tons at $4 he 
would have made a clear profit of $18,000 
or so. There is another manager wbo last 
September took a contract to deliver 20,-. 
000 tona this Spring and -Summer for from 
50 to 75 oents a ton; Although this pays 
him'B good profit, on the distant horizon, 
toward the setting BUD, he etos .a golden 
«agle flying from him representing $65,- 


000, just the difference from the price he 
could have obtained if he had waited till 
the earl; days of March." 


BETWEEN THE TWO. 


The San Francisco Call comments as fol-' 


lows upoa the silver bills before Congress: 


It is much to be hoped that between the 


two silver bills, silver may not fall to tbe 
ground. The Senate Finance Committee 
has accepted the Jones bill, which requires 
(hi- Treasury Department to purchase $4,- 
500,000 worth of silver per month, paying 
for the eame in Treasury notes which shall 
be receivable for alJ public dues, and tbe 
House Committee has since accepted Win- 
dom's bill, after attaching to it two impor- 
tant amendments. The original features of 
the bill are known to oar readers. One of 
the amendments provides that when the 
price of silver reaches $1 for 371.25 grains 
of pure silver, the Treasury shall cease to 
pnrchrae silver bnt shall coin all the silver 
offered. 
When 371.25 grains of silver are 


worth $1, silver will be at a par with gold 
in the existing ratio. The free coinage of 
silver under snob conditions will simply 
add to oar metallic currency dollars as val- 
uable in the market as gold dollars. There 
is reason to hope that either bill will cause 
a steady appreciation of the white meta! 
until it recovers it's old rank as money, 
equal in all respects to gold. If thia re- 
sult follows the United States will have at- 
tained a financial triumph.

have 


asked Europe to join us and Europe his 
refused. The money-lenders who shape 
the policy of all European nations have 
said that the United States could do noth- 
ing alone—that an attempt to raise silver 
to a par with gold would result in n fall to 
the silver basis. The two houses of Con- 
gress have each agreed npon a bill which in 
effect makes -the United States (he pur- 
chaser of the* surplus silver in the world, 
and it now remains for the Houses which 
have outlined a policy, to agree npon a bill 
to give it effect. 
Probably each House 


wall pass the bill its Finance Committee 
recommends and the two Houses then ap- 
point a conference committee to so modify 
the two proposed measures that one may 
be reported which both Homes will ac- 
cept
